FAR. CONFERS 
WITH M’ARTHUR 
AT HONOLULU 


President At Pearl Harbor 
Ends Three-Day Strat­ 
egy Talks 


( ■ r A i i o e U ^ d F r a aa) 
HONOLULU, July 29.— (Delayed.) 
President Roosevelt concluded his 
first w ar-tim e conference with Gen. 
Douglas M acArthur today, bringing 
to a close three days ut strategy 
talks which covered every phase of 
the quickening Pacific conflict. 
The Southwest Pacific com m ander 
was greeted w ith a friendly “Ifs 
good to see you, Doug.” by the chief 
executive. 
Mr. Roosevelt arrived July 26 at 
this fortress island, where two and 
a half years ago Japanese bombs ) 
blasted the United States into the 
war. He came here from the M a­ 
rine 
base 
at 
San 
Diego, 
Calif., 
where he boarded u cruiser shortly 
after his July 20 speech accepting 
renom ination for a fourth term 
W ith 
M acA rthur at 
the 
Pearl 
Harbor conference fable were Adm. 
C hester

commander, and other 
top-flight 
war chiefs representing 
tile 
full 
scope of the Pacific cam paign from 
pole to pole. 
Later Mr. Roosevelt told report­ 
ers the m eetings planned new of­ 
fensives against the Japanese, and 
lie reiterated America’s Pacific war 
goals: to retake and free the Philip­ 
pines and to drive Japan to un­ 
conditional surrender. 
Others Join Conferences 
The chief executive coupled with 
his conferences detailed visits to 
Pearl Harbor and other m ilitary 
installations, 
converted 
from 
the 
Japanese-w rought havoc of Dec. 7, 
1941, into an island biistling with 
land, sea and air fighting power. 
He term ed the conversion the "most 
amazing change" he had ever seen.

Nimitz 
and 
Gen.

A rthur—the latter wearing a leather 
field jacket—went aboard the Presi­ 
dent's ship to greet the chief execu­ 
tive as soon as he arrived at Pearl 
Harbor. 
W ith them and Nimitz in later 
conferences were Adm. W illiam F 
Halsey, com m ander of the Third 
fleet; Maj. Gen. Robert C. R ichard­ 
son, Jr., Central Pacific army com ­ 
m ander, and war chiefs represent­ 
ing the North. South and S outh­ 
west Pacific theaters 
Mr. Roosevelt term ed his visit to 
the birthplace of the war a highly 
successful three days.

Tile latest bag of the far-ranging 
iubmeraibles, which may have oper- 
ited iii coastal waters of the Ja p ­ 
anese hom eland, brings to 839 til* 
num ber of Japanese ships of all 
types sunk, probably sunk or dam ­ 
aged by subm arines alone 
Included in thut total are 54 war­ 
ships definitely 
sent to the bot­ 
tom, ll probably sunk and 14 dam ­ 
aged. 
Tile tin mage to Hie enemy 
m erchant fleet includes 633 ships 
sunk. 26 probably sunk and IDI 
damaged. 
A medium-sized tanker was in­ 
cluded in the latest announcement, 
thus cutting deeper into the enemy’s 
swiftly dwindling fuel transporta­ 
tion facilities 
O ther craft in tile latest total 
were an escort vessel which may 
nave been comparable to the Amer­ 
ican destroyer'-es* orts used in con­
